Millars’ Wellpoints and Millars’ Mixers co-operate to complete 
a foundations laying contract in less than three weeks. The site was that of a new factory building at 
Rutherglen, Lanarkshire, within 60 ft. of the Clyde. Due to the presence of badly-running sand it was 
necessary to lay two mass concrete foundations 80 ft. long, 5 ft. wide, to a depth of I1-12 ft., with two 
cross trenches 45 ft. long by 4 ft. wide. Forty-five Wellpoints were installed, and the site 
was de-watered overnight, one Wellpoint Pump extracting water at the rate of 35/40,000 
gallons an hour Excavation was carried out by dragline and completed with battered 
sides in 5 days. The mass concrete was thereupon laid by three Millars’ 7/5 BL Mixers— 
another ‘‘Specialist job’? by MILLARS’.

COMMONWEALTH OF ARCHITECTS 


AN architect, writing recently upon the future of the Royal Institute of 

British Architects, remarked that the Council’s eyes had been fixed post- 
war almost entirely on United Kingdom affairs and seemed not to notice the 
constitutional development of the British Commonwealth. The word ‘parochial’ 
was used. It was pointed out that the Institute has already status as one of the 
organs of the Commonwealth with an influence and prestige reaching far 
overseas. We believe this to be true and, further, that there is overseas a pas- 
sionate desire by newly conscious nations to obtain our own high professional 
standards and to seek our help in doing so. We believe that the duties of the 
architectural profession and of the Council that represents it go far beyond 
architecture, building technique and the rules of examinations, and that if 
these duties are properly and broadly fulfilled the profession can render a vital 
service to the Commonwealth at the highest level. 


Mr. Anthony Chitty, who has recently returned from a tour of the West 
African colonies and protectorates, writes to-day on another page of the world- 
wide opportunity now being presented to us in the field of architectural educa- 
tion ; of the great and growing desire of African students to attain standards in 
architectural training no less high than those attained here ; of the desire to 
see evidence that the Royal Institute is actively interested in their future. It 
is suggested that consideration be given to the creation of a new overseas class 
of RIBA membership which, divorced from the difficulties of registration rules, 
might still enable the African or Asiatic to be and feel himself a member of the 
parent body. 


Beyond training, in the field of architectural practice and politics, we welcome 
the suggestion made elsewhere that in time there must be some form of Com- 
monwealth consultative organisation for architects and architecture, even, 
perhaps, an RIBA Consultative Council. We remember the prestige and success 
of the visit to Canada and USA undertaken some years ago by the President and 
Secretary of the Royal Institute. It is well known that similar visits are ardently 
desired in other territories and we are confident that immense benefit at home 
and abroad would spring from such a widening of the Council’s field of view. 


NUCLEAR POWER IN BRITAIN 


HER Majesty the Queen will perform the opening ceremony at Calder Hall 

on the 17th of this month by connecting the already working plant to 
the grid. The significance of this act is that this station is the first full-scale 
atomic power station to be put into operation in this country; it employs a 


graphite moderated reactor. It is not within our scope to expound the intimate 
technicalities of Nuclear Reactors ; it is sufficient to state that their importance 
upon the future of the world is comprehended. Already great engineering and 
civil engineering problems in this field have been met and solved. 


Architects and builders alike are reacting well to the stimulus at the call of 
the technician. Indeed, the technician in nuclear physics is calling the tune, 
well prepared to pay the piper with cheap electricity and giving hints of even 
more remarkable types of usable energy in the future. There are, however, at 
least some nine different types of nuclear reactor ; it must be asked, which is 
the right one for future development of our power stations ? Will other atomic 
power stations be smaller, and correspondingly less expensive, than Calder 
Hall 2? The proposals for Dounreay, now being built at practically the most 
northern part of the British Isles, are as exciting architecturally as they must be 
to the scientist. (With a 135-ft. diameter spherical steel reactor as a dominant 
feature the atmosphere becomes distinctly Wellsian !) This station is also the 
product of the United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority ; it is expected, 
however, that the Central Electricity Authority will shortly begin placing 
orders for these Nuclear Power Stations. Let us hope that these fine power- 
plants of the future get the architectural design and craftsmanship they deserve.

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Notes of the Week 


Slow Down at Victoria 


HE decision of the London County 
™ Council to reject all five schemes pro- 
pared by private interests for re-develop- 
ment of the Victoria Station site cannot 
have been unexpected. Ingenious as were 
several of the plans, it remains that none 
of them contributed to the solution of 
the road traffic congestion, though one 
sought to ease that problem by providing 
a multi-storey garage for 2,000 cars. The 
truth is, as Sherlock Holmes once said: 
‘It is a capital mistake to theorise ahead 
of your data.’ That data—in the shape 
of official decisions on the establishment 
at Victoria of additional terminal facili- 
ties for both rail and air—is not yet avail- 
able. Yet the very prodigality and 
ingenuity of the schemes submitted serves 
at least one useful purpose, that of 
focusing attention on an area long over- 
ripe for re-development. When the town- 
planners have made up their minds, and 
we Shall hope this may be soon, there is 
in this project an admirable subject for 
an architectural competition. 


Calligraphy and Illuminating 


Untit November 3, the Crafts Centre, 
16-17, Hay Hill, W1, houses an exhibition 
by members of the Society of Scribes and 
Illuminators. Apart from its beauty the 
practical disciplinary value of the craft 
and its place in architectural presentation 
should draw architects to this important 
event writes Basil Marriott. 

The art of printing is so long and well 
established that one is apt to forget that 
it is the most striking of all adoptions 
of the principles of mass-production and 
standardisation. But, as with all ‘ auto- 
mation, it is both rewarding and 
necessary periodically to compare typo- 
graphy and the graphic arts comprised in 
book production with their traditional 
sources in hand-craftsmanship. 


This is a rare opportunity, for the 
Society of Scribes and _ Illuminators 
seldom exhibits, and there is no body 
beiter qualified to perpetuate and safe- 
guard the highest standards. The exhi- 
bition covers the whole range of calli- 
graphy — the practice of formal and 
informal writing—and illuminating, or the 
decorative ‘ lighting-up ’ of the work with 
gilding and colour, and their application 
to maps, certificates, books, genealogical 
tables, certificates and so on. 


The opportunity is taken to include a 
memorial display of the late Graily 
Hewitt’s work, and of some of the rough 
material for the late Edward Johnston’s 
Writing and Illuminating, marking the 
50th anniversary of its publication. The 
former’s St. John’s Gospel excerpt on 
purple vellum in gold and platinum-leaf 
capitals remains little short of the Byzan- 
tine masterpieces from which I believe 
this development derives: but it has a 
close runner-up in William Ingham’s 
‘Gloria in Altissimus.’ 


Architects’ Green Book 


WE HAVE come to expect a high 
standard in the production of the annual 
Green Book issued by the Birmingham 
and Five Counties Architectural Associa- 
tion, and the new edition for the 82nd 
session 1956-57 does not disappoint. The 
annual report, which commendably intro- 
duces a touch or two of humour, states 
that the past session was ‘ remarkable 
principally because of a complete absence 
of crises,’ but that the general meetings 
were well attended, the guest speakers 
interesting and sometimes ‘ of such merit 
that they achieved the coveted lecturer’s 
double of eliciting both spontaneous and 
sensible questions from their audiences.’ 
It is to be honed that the Association does 
as well again this winter, for which tenta- 
tive arrangements for speakers include 
the names of Lewis Keeble, Director of 
Studies, Department of Town Planning,

In the long run it would pay us to stop 
worrying about the economic situation 
for a year or two and go all-out to pro- 
vide up-to-date roads. During the war, 
despite shortages of labour and materials. 
our contractors laid the equivalent of 
3,000 miles of dual carriageway road in 
the form of runways, taxi-ways and hard- 
standings for the allied air forces. The 
industry, if given its head, could prob- 
ably see us out of our major road troubles 
in a couple of years.

Towards a Perfect House Plan 
To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR,—The plan on page 386 of your 
issue for September 7 was put for- 
ward for criticism, and I am pleased to 
see that it has drawn some comments. 

Mr. Sutton’s alterations, shown last 
week, have certainly improved the plan. 
They meet some of the points made by 
Mr. Vinycomb—the hall, for example, 
with two sets of doors, and the moving of 
the living-room fireplace from the inner 
end of the room. Mr. Vinycomb, how- 
ever, says the fireplace should be on the 
long external wall, while Mr. Sutton puts 
it on the long inner wall. Something can 
be said for and against both. Admit- 
tedly in each case greater fireplace space 
is provided, though there is sufficient 
room for three or four chairs around the 
fire in the original plan. Here, too, it 
added warmth to the adjoining bedroom. 
This would be lost with a fire on the ex- 
ternal wall. 

The kitchen, however, is the main issue. 
Mr. Vinycomb contends that west is the 
wrong aspect. He says that for houses 
designed by ‘ bona-fide architects of refined 
sensibility and school training’ a north or 
east aspect is essential. Mr. Sutton 
attempts to get the best of both worlds by 
providing a window on the north and 
another on the west. For my own part 
I would say that washing-up and other 
work at the sink has to be done recurrently 
every day, and though I am not a bona-fide 
architect of refined sensibility and school 
training I would much prefer to do this 
work under the pleasant asvect of a west 
window than facing the chillier conditions 
of north or east. Moreover, by moving the 
sink from the west to the north, Mr. Sutton 
has lost the facility of being able to pass 
used dishes straight through the hatch on to 
the left-hand draining-board ready for 
washing-up. For smells in a_ kitchen, 
whether this be heated or unheated, a small 
extract fan is the best solution. This was 
proved years ago in the experimental 
kitchen set up by the Lever organisation. 

As regards Mr. Upton’s comment on the 
inadequacy of the bedroom and linen cup- 
boards, they are all 2 ft. deep, the cupboard 
in the larger bedroom being 3 ft. 6 in. wide, 
the other 4ft. It would be a simple matter 
to reverse these widths by moving the divid- 
ing wall; but from personal experience I 
can say that 12 coats or dresses are accom- 
modated comfortably on hangers crosswise 
on a rail in a cupboard 3 ft. 6in. wide, all 
visible at a glance. In any case it must be 
remembered that the wardrobe needs of the

retired man and his wife for whom this 
house is intended are far less extensive than 
those of a younger couple would be. 


Everything considered, water heating by 
gas was thought to be the most satisfactory 
arrangement. Besides being wholly labour- 
saving, it provides really hot water quickly 
at any time, whether for baths, domestic 
purposes or laundry work. Mr. Sutton, 
however, provides hot water from a boiler 
in the kitchen during the colder months, 
with an immersion heater in summer ; while 
a private correspondent who has had two 
all-electric houses writes to me saying that 
he plumps for electricity. ‘It is certainly 
better for the water heater either with 
thermostatically-controlled tank or by a 
three-speed immersion heater. The only 
real snag about it is heating a small quan- 
tity of water or milk on the cooker.’ 

From the foregoing. therefore, it is 
evident that opinions differ both as to the 
planning and equivment of this little house. 
But the matter has increasing pertinence. 
All the ¢hanges have been rung in the three- 
bedroom house. The closest attention has 
been given to the accommodation in flats. 
But this two-bedroom house for the retired 
man and his wife has not had the study it 
deserves.

t lage new motor showroom and retail sales department for the Kingsmead Motor Co., Ltd., have been 

recently opened in Bath. The front quarter of the building is two-storeyed and contains on the first 
floor four offices and a small store. The ground floor has the main showroom in the front with a sales area 
behind. In the wall that divides the retail sales area from the large stores department is a long service counter. 
Traditional materials used on the front of the building indicate that new designs which are in harmony with 
other buildings in the city are still being produced. A Bath stone veneer is used in the walling, other stone- 
work details being in reconstructed stone suitably reinforced to enable the large overhangs which would not 
have been possible in natural stone. The feature window on the first floor is of aluminium sections, while the 
sliding windows to the showroom are made in Sapele mahogany. This material was also used in the casings 
of the stanchions. The continuous window-box under the first-floor window is finished in cedar. The heating 
installation was carried out by G. Carey and Sons, and the electrical work by Blackmore and Nation, Ltd. 
The Panga-Panga wood block floor was laid by Horsley Smith, Ltd., metal windows being by Williams and 
Williams, Ltd.

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Motor Showroom, Bath 
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The Education of Overseas Architects 


By ANTHONY M. CHITTY, MA, FRIBA, AMTPI, AADipl., Past 
Chairman, Board of Architectural Education 


A major problem now facing the Royal Institute of British Architects is how best, 
within the framework of the current architectural educational system and the link 
with Registration, to help the many hundreds of Commonwealth students, in Africa 
and the Far East especially, who wish to be associated with the RIBA but who find 
the present examinations unsuitable to their needs and, in some cases, abilities. 
We have invited Mr. Anthony M. Chitty, MA, FRIBA, AMTPI, AA Dipl, a past 
Chairman of the Board of Architectural Education, to set out the problem and to 


make practical suggestions for lines of advance. 


will be read with interest. 


T was said recently that the Royal 
Institute of British Architects stands 
now at an important milestone: the 
alternatives are to progress and develop 
along the road that leads from its older 
function of an insular body to a new 
Commonwealth status as one of the 
leaders in a world society of architects; 
or, ignoring this opportunity, to continue 
along the path it has followed for a 
hundred years—that of serving its home 
membership with little regard to its 
thriving children overseas. 


This supreme opportunity is now 
especially clear to see and to grasp in 
the field of architectural education. We 
must acknowledge at once that the Insti- 
tute’s work over half a cenury in guiding 
and moderating the thirty or so recog- 
nised Schools of Architecture has (though 
seldom acknowledged) achieved great 
things. These schools have turned out 
architects who have raised immensely the 
standard of design in local and govern- 
ment service, in the field of private 
practice, and even had an effect upon the 
work of the speculative builder. This 
beneficial effect has become most 
apparent within the last twenty years. 
The present opportunity lies in guiding a 
similar development, not necessarily 
towards the same objectives, in East and 
West Africa, in Asia and in the Carib- 
bean. In these areas of the Common- 
wealth some seventy million persons are 
- struggling towards general and technical 
education, and the specialised profes- 
sional training of architects, engineers, 
surveyors and town planners is already 
in full swing. I am not referring here to 
such countries as Canada, South Africa, 
India and Australia, responsibility for 
whose architectural education has already 
been devolved from the United Kingdom. 
It is the coloured races, avidly seeking 
self-government along with education and 
professionalism, who present to the Insti- 
tute its immediate educational problem. 


A Threefold Problem 


The problem has three parts: 


(a) Curriculum; 

(b) Official recognition of examina- 
tion standards, and 

(c) Registration of architects to prac- 
tise locally. 


For years the Institute (through its 
Board of Architectural Education) has in 
effect said: ‘There are the Intermediate 
and Final Examinations we hold in the 
United Kingdom; if you want to be 


His remarks, which now follow, 


recognised you must take the identical 
papers and we will mark you on them.’ 
{t has now become clear that this policy, 
while it protects the public and the pro- 
fession at home, does not give much help 
to those who want to practise in their 
own countries, especially where climate, 
materials and legislation are so different 
from our own. 


Here are some examples of the examin- 
ation paper difficulties that confront (for 
instance) the West African student. The 
timber staircase detail, so often an 
important Intermediate Construction 
question, is not useful in a country where 
such a Staircase is not and cannot be 
used; the social, esthetic and technical 
implications inherent in the design of a 
children’s créche in the Cotswolds—a 
typical Intermediate Design Examination 
question—are lost on an African student 
who anyway is handicapped by study in a 
foreign language. Again, is it sensible to 
teach the African student in detail how to 
design an open sewage filter bed when 
such construction is prohibited by law in 
his own country? 


The suggestion is now made that the 
curriculum ought to be altered in detail 
(for the Intermediate Examination at any 
rate), though it need not be lessened in 
content or scope. Three-quarters of it 
could remain unaltered, the remainder 
being adjusted in the light of local circum- 
stance. There is precedent for this. 
London University faced the same prob- 
lem with botany and geology examina- 
tions in West Africa. In the case of 
botany, obviously it was not practicable to 
import to Africa the flora of the United 
Kingdom, and so the curriculum and 
examination papers were adjusted to local 
circumstances whilst maintaining an 
equivalent standard. If this principle be 
accepted, the procedure to achieve it 
would not be hard to frame. 


As to the recognition of standards in 
study and examination, it is clear (as I 
saw for myself during a recent inspection 
tour of technical colleges in Nigeria, Gold 
Coast and Sierra Leone) that the govern- 
ing bodies of the African colleges are 
dead keen to attain in all professional 
subjects a standard no lower than that 
accepted in the United Kingdom—they 
will be content with nothing less. I do 
not think any insuperable difficulty 
arises in equating pass standards at Inter- 
mediate and Final stages even though 
there be differences in the detail of 
curriculum. It will, of course, be neces- 
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sary to have the services locally o° ap 
able examination panel composed of 
practising architects, and at this end oy; 
moderators and examiners should cc-op 
architects with real knowledge of the 
local differences in materials, buil ling 
technique and legislation. 


The Strait-jacket of 
Registration 


Registration of architects to pract ie is 
a matter for government and profess: 5nal 
bodies to sort out locally, the obje :tive 
being to protect both the public anc the 
profession from roguery and inco: ipe- 
tence. The Institute’s twenty year, of 
struggle with this subject may pos ibly 
yield some useful advice to Comron- 
wealth countries on the subject --or 
it may not! By linking so clcsely 
the passing of our Final Examinz ‘ion 
with full Associate membership of the 
Institute and with Registration (i.e., the 
right to practise here) we have put \ur- 
selves in a Strait-jacket from whic‘ it 
is hard to escape to help the overseas 
student. At the moment we dare aot, 
perhaps legally cannot, vary the Final 
Examination as it is now tied closel, to 
Acts of Parliament in the form of the 
Registration Acts; thus the overseas 
student can only be admitted to full 
membership of the Institute and the right 
to practise here by passing our own 
unaltered Final Examination. Yet many 
such students ardently desire member- 
ship of the parent body whilst never 
wishing nor intending to practise any- 
where but in their homeland. Miust 
they be excluded from professional 
membership because of regulations 
framed to meet purely United Kingdom 
needs? 

How is this knot to be untied? It 
could be loosed by separating the qualifi- 
cations for the Associateship from 
registration; possibly even by the creation 
of a new membership class. It seems that 
if this problem is not solved, then 
membership of the RIBA will be virtually 
confined to citizens of the United King- 
dom. This would be to lose a great 
opportunity, the opportunity of the RIBA 
becoming a Commonwealth society. 


A Simple First Step 


Of the three parts of this problem, the 
last is probably the hardest to solve, 
involving as it will changes in constitu- 
tion, by-laws and perhaps statutes, but if 
the Council decide to follow such a 
policy, means can certainly be found. 
The first step of permitting a change in 
curriculum to Intermediate standard is 
easy, worthwhile and overdue. 

Once the profession has decided that a 
measure of adjustment to its: own pro- 
cedure is justified by the need to help 
those overseas—there are nine young 
overseas schools of architecture which 
will undoubtedly soon seek recognitior — 
some detailed study of the differing 
problems will be necessary. This can be 
done jointly with the Colonial Office w 10 
already help from public funds to fina: ce 
and staff a number of these schools. Cae 
of the most urgent problems is for ‘1¢ 
Institute to decide how far it can supp»rt 
and embrace within its ideology a type of 
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course in architecture, planning and 
building technique quite different from 
those followed here. 


I; parts of West Africa where academic 
history is short but the present tempo of 
development extremely quick (in the 
Goid Coast the plough and the wheel 
were unknown before the early colonists 
arr ved) there is no cultural and technical 
bac <ground such as is possessed by the 
ho: ie student entering upon an architec- 
tur: course. It is proposed to fill this gap 
by a special four-year combined course 
lea ing to the intermediate standard of 
the RIBA, TPI and RICS. Such a com- 
pre iensive course may, as well as pro- 
vic ng students who will split off into the 
thr e professional channels, also provide 
a ine discipline for social workers, 
dr: ightsmen, economists and _ others 
wc king in association with the building 
tra .e and with Government building and 
pl: ining departments. Such a course is 
alr ady under way at Kumasi College, 
Gc d Coast. 


Need of Architect-teachers 


(one of the most urgent matters to be 
tac <led is the provision of good architect- 
tea hers for overseas territory. At this 
mc ment there are vacancies for about a 
do. en interesting, lucrative and important 
po ts, but few of the young architects 
secm aware of them or of the exciting 
prospects held out by well-paid, short- 
term contracts in such places as Hong 
Kong, Singapore, Nairobi or Nigeria. 


ixperience at home suggests that the 
most hopeful and lively results are to be 
expected from a course in architecture 
where there is a flourishing local caucus 
of practising architects who can be per- 
suaded to take an interest in the school, 
get to know staff and students, give 


a 


informal talks and criticisms of work, 
give help with examinations and eventu- 
ally provide jobs for many of the 
students. In the ordinary course of 
events such a group will grow into a local 
society and eventually may become an 
RIBA Allied Society, being represented 
on the Council and giving valuable help 
in representing special local views and 
in administering local examinations and 
maintaining academic standards. The 
creation of such a body in West Africa 
will not be easy for geographical and 
climatic reasons, and because of the 
obvious difficulties that face both Euro- 
pean and African when trying to achieve 
partnership. Such partnership must come, 
however. 


A ‘Reluctant’ Alternative 


In Africa one hears the reluctant threat 
that if the Royal Institute is uninterested 
in overseas methods of architectural 
education or so shackled by its home 
procedural difficulties that it is unable to 
reach out a helping hand—then help will 
have to be sought elsewhere. This is sad 
hearing, esvecially at a time when and in 
a Continent where German and American 
‘aid’ is being focused upon the technical 
schools and colleges of newly-conscious 
nations. 


A further educational subject hardly as 
yet discussed here is the field of post- 
graduate research in building technique 
and its application in architectural design. 
Such studies are already being under- 
taken here and in Africa, and it will be a 
pity if the architect—as designer, organi- 
ser and co-ordinator of building activities 
—does not foster, encourage and guide 
these activities at home and abroad from 
the start. Such a mandate is indeed given 
to the Royal Institute by its Charters.

POWER 
STATION, Calder Hall, Cumberland 











Started by the Ministry of Works under Sir CHARLES MOLE, KBE, 
FRIBA, and continued by the Industrial Group and Staff of the United 
Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority, under T. L. VINEY, FRIBA, Deputy 
Director, Works and Buildings, and R. S. BROCKLESBY, ARIBA, Chief

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Sitar design and construction of Calder Hall, 

Cumberland, the first atomic power station in 
the world, started in the professional department of 
the Ministry of Works under Sir Charles Mole, 
KBE, FRIBA, in September, 1953. The official 
opening will take place on October 17, when Her 
Majesty the Queen will connect the already operating 
station to the grid lines. 


After a start on the proposals had been made at 
the MOW, the work was handed over to the United 
Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority, Industrial Group. 
The part illustrated in this article is only half the 
complete scheme ; construction of the second part 
is almost complete, and it will shortly be in operation. 
During the design and construction over 1,800 
drawings were produced, approximately half by the 


architects and half by the engineers. It is interesting ” 


to note that this constructional feat was put out to 
tender and the lowest accepted as in more normal 
jobs. A separate contract was made for the bridge 
over the River Calder, constructed by Christiani and 
Nielsen, Ltd., and the bringing of a road to the 
site at the start of operations, for which a contract 
was awarded to James Crosby and Son. Other 
distinctive features of the work were that a special 
derrick crane had to be designed and erected on the 
site for the construction of the reactor, and that all 
materials had to be brought in bulk to the site by 
road. 


The construction of the pile, generally, is of mass 
and reinforced concrete, the pouring of which was 
done in very carefully designed and planned sections 
to get a stress-free structure of very high dimensional 
accuracy. The control block and turbine hall have a 





light steel frame with asbestos cement cladding, steel 
deck roofs and mass concrete foundations. The roofs 
are finished with insulation-board covered with 
bituminous felt. The cooling towers are of in situ 
concrete, and the heat exchanger plant has been 
left exposed. 

One of the main features ‘of the treatment of 
Calder Hall has been the use of colour, both in colour-

coding of pipes, ducts, and so on, and also in the 
Cecorative finish internally and externally. The heat 
exchangers, which are black, each have a different 
coloured structure ; red, yellow, blue and green. 
The asbestos cement has been left its natural shade, 
but the large gutter has been painted bright yellow. 
The doors to the buildings have also been painted

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primary colours. Inside, colours have been grouped 
and harmonised around the turbines, each of which is 
a different pastel shade, its associated plant being 
related in colour. Structural steel is light grey, the 
steel handrail is bright red, as also is the moving 
crane overhead. In the turbine hall the steel deck 
ceiling is painted white. The whole character, both 
inside and out, is one of extreme cleanliness as befits 
the clean process of the nuclear reactor. 


The whole project, from start to finish, has been 
one of accurate pre-planning and co-ordination ; one 
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Concrete pouring sequence 


of the most important facets of the construction of 
Calder Hall is the extreme sensitivity of the building 
programme to any deviation from delivery dates of 
materials and equipment. The fact that a lot of the 
large special equipment had to be built up on the site 
with an accuracy usually associated with the workshop, 
and that the structure had to be as finely built, 
reflects the greatest credit on all concerned.

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AMERICAN ARCHITECTURE 


A Current London Exhibition Reviewed 


yNE’S first feeling on visiting the 
exhibition ‘ Built in USA: Post-War 
Architecture,’ which is being held at the 
Building Centre, WC1, until Ociober 27, 
is of disappointment. The greater num- 
ber of the buildings have already been 
illustrated in the technical Press and many 
of the photographs are enlarged to such 
an extent that they have lost that defi- 
nition of detail which one expects from 
American architecture. The less said the 
better about the colour slides, which in 
nearly every instance could not have been 
more unflattering to the buildings. 


This is, however, probably an unreason- 
able reaction. The exhibition illustrates 
43 buildings selected by Henry Russell 
Hitchcock as the most significant 
examples of architecture in the United 
States since 1945, and while familiar to 
architects are probably mostly new to the 
Building Centre visitors. It would be nice 
to think that every building in America 
reaches the standard of the ones we see 
illustrated in this country and that there 
is an unlimited number to choose from, 
but if the truth be known no doubt the 
proportion of good to bad buildings is 
probably little better than here. As such, 
therefore, the exhibition is a representa- 
tive one and points very clearly to the 
contributory factors which have formed 
the present character of American archi- 
tecture and to the lines along which it 
is now developing. In fact it is inter- 
esting to discover from the architects’ 
names the very diverse national back- 
grounds of their origin, and to see how 
the architectural characteristics of their 
country of origin can still be traced in 
their present work—even though many 
are not first generation Americans—and 
how they are clearly discernible although 
overlaid by the glitter and panache of the 
new world. 

This technica! efficiency, which is so 
essentially a part of the American scene, 
co-ordinates the various national charac- 
teristics and combines them in a national 
idiom; it is the common factor behind 
the majority of the buildings and is equal 
in its own age to the skill of the joiners 
or the stone-masons of earlier times. It 
is interesting to note, too, how the design 
ideas behind so many of the buildings are 
the development of those first formu- 
lated in Europe, particularly perhaps in 
Italy, where the precision nature of many 
Italian materials lends itself easily to the 
mass machine production available in the 
USA. 

Would many of the distinguished 
masters of European architecture who so 
fleetingly dwelt here on their way to 
America from Germany have stayed if 
the opportunities of technical develop- 
ment had been as great here? Probably 
a British architecture as definite and 
forceful as we see in this exhibition might 
have resulted. 

With the possible exception of the 
work of Frank Lloyd Wright, nearly all 
the photographs in one way or the other 
indicate how the architects have made 
use of the high development of techno- 


logical facilities. | Frank Lloyd Wright 
still sticks to Folksy and while it may 
be argued that in ‘The House On The 
Plain’ it is suitable for a return-to-nature 
movement, it is uncommonly reminiscent 
of the aspect of American life Evelyn 
Waugh describes in ‘The Loved One,’ 
when it is expressed in a design such as 
the ‘ Wayfarer’s Chapel.’ 

Curtain walling for multi-storeyed 
framed buildings is almost the rule and 
the many very different ways of handling 
this technique are indicative of its great 
possibilities. It is capable, as the photo- 
graphs of office buildings by Belluschi 
(Office for Equitable Savings and Loan 
Association), Skidmore, Owings and 
Merrill (Lever House), Wallace K. Harri- 
son (UN Secretariat), and Harrison and 
Abramovitz (Alcoa Building), and flats by 
Mies van de Rohe (Lake Shore Apart- 
ments), exhibit as many variations as the 
Urban Georgian idiom seen in so many 
of our cities—and this is only the begin- 
ning of a style which may well last as 
long as the Georgian. 


Domestic Architecture Trends 


It is not so easy, however, to decide the 
direction American domestic architecture 
is likely to take. There is a great 
diversity of treatment, no doubt partly 
due to the variation in climate—it must 
require a completely different approach 
if your house is on the Eastern seaboard 
and not in California—and also a true 
assessment is made difficult by the sur- 
roundings which lend to every house a 
leafy charm. In a London suburb or in 
a new town, or even on a drear and sun- 
less English day, many of the houses 
would look very sad. To decide how much 
of their interest is due to their design 
and how much to their surroundings and 
capable handling of the immediate horti- 
cultural work is difficult, and no basic 
common principles are discernible in 
their design. Probably the original 
national characteristics of their archi- 
tects are most strongly felt in domestic 
work and are least affected by the charac- 
ter of the new world. 

There were no housing schemes in the 
exhibition and so American practice in 
this aspect cannot be judged, but if it 
attempts to imitate the tailor-made 
character of the houses illustrated, con- 
temporary domestic architecture is more 
likely to follow more recent English 
developments, where a measure of 
standardisation has been accepted as 
inevitable and where the design idiom is 
related to the smaller scale of the 
repetitive units. 

Schools in America also do not seem 
to have been developed to the extent they 
have in England, where the considerable 
capital investment and the choice by local 
authorities of younger men as their archi- 
tects has resulted in such vigorous and 
plentiful growth. Here, if anywhere, 
English architecture has nothing to be 
ashamed of, and can confidently claim 
to lead the contemporary movement in 
this section. 
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It is for their big new development 
plans that one envies and admires pa:- 
ticularly American work. The fas't- 
growing economy of the country mak:s 
large existing industrial and commerci (| 
areas Obsolete and permits their tot | 
reconstruction as if they were propos. d 
on virgin soil. The General Motors pla ‘t 
at Detroit, by Saarinen, Saarinen aid 
Associates, is an example of a plann d 
industrial building conceived at one tir e 
and not, as is unfortunately so often t e 
case in this country, of the throwing t)- 
gether of diverse buildings as they ae 
found necessary. It is an example, bo h 
from the aspect of site layout and arcl i- 
tectural handling of the buildings, o 
which English architects and industriali: -s 
could well aspire. 

No list of work illustrated was ava - 
able but it would appear that among ;t 
other distinguished absentees there w s 
no work from Neutra and Gropius.

BUILDING AT OXFORD 
Programme for Next Five Yeais 


A NUMBER of building projects totalling 
£2,392,000 in estimated value are included in 
the quinquennial application made by the 
University of Oxford to the University 
Grants Committee. The application says it 
is assumed that the University will be al- 
lowed an average of at least £200,000 a year, 
and that work of the first priority would 
include that on the Oriental Institute 
(£150,000), the Department of Pharmacology 
(£75,000), Sir William Dunn School of Path- 
ology (£75,000), Department of Biochemistry 
(£400,000), and Department of Biolozy 
(£80,000). 

Other schemes are also put forward, in- 
cluding the establishment of a new college 
for men, estimated to cost £1m.; and the 
construction of a new sports centre, possibly 
grouped round the Iffley Road ground 
(where a new pavilion estimated to cost 
£30,000 is required) and including an indoor 
running track, a large gymnasium, swimming 
bath, changing rooms, and squash and fives 
courts. The latter suggestion is at an early 
stage, and estimates are not included for it. 


REVIEW OF ARMY BUILDING 


Committee to Make 
Recommendations 


A SIX-MAN committee has been set up by 
the Secretary of State for War to review 
arrangements for deciding on and carrying 
out Army works services at home and 
abroad and to make recommendations.

ge Parish Church of St. Michael replaces one 
totally destroyed by enemy action during the 
war. The building was constructed with a reinforced 
concrete frame with dressed Ancaster stone and 
brick walls and a precast beam roof. The original 
bells, the only remains of the previous church, 
were re-hung on a steel frame in the new tower. 

The internal wall finishes are in cement render- 
ing finished with emulsion paint, and the wood- 
work is in oak, apart from the pews, which were 
purchased from another parish and renovated. 
The sanctuary and chancel are carpeted with royal 
blue carpets used for the Coronation and taken 
from Westminster Abbey. The church seats 250, 
and was dedicated by the Bishop of Lincoln in 
March, 1954.

HE London County Council considered on Tues- 
day a proposal by its general purposes commit- 

tee to proceed with the preparation of detailed plans 
for the completion of the Royal Festival Hall by 
extending the unfinished (south) end to Belvedere- 
road of the building and by doubling the capacity 
of the restaurant on the river front. The cost is 
estimated at £845,750, including £54,450 for furnish- 


ing and equipment. The Council also considered a 
proposal to undertake further study of the design 
and cost of the proposed new small hall to be erected 
between the Festival Hall and Waterloo Bridge. 
A model showing the proposal is shown on page 610. 

Existing Building : It is proposed to extend the 
unfinished end facing Belvedere-road by 30 ft. to 
provide the required back-stage and administrative 
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aecommodation, improved access, etc. The principal 
public entrance will be removed to this front, a 
separate artists’ entrance, and lift hall being planned 
to the left of the entrance, and enlarged box office 
with administrative offices to the right ; extension 
of the dance floor and foyers, provision of separate 
cloakrooms and lavatories, and replanning of stair- 
cases at the lower levels will enable the public for 
different functions to be segregated at ground level 
and thus permit independent use of the dance floor 
while a concert is in progress. Replanning and en- 
largement of the exhibition area, bars, artists’ rooms, 
etc., will be made possible. 

The river-front restaurant will also be enlarged 
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The Royal 


by extending the building 20 ft. forwards and filling 
in the well at the upper restaurant level. 

Proposed Small Hall: Preliminary planning con- 
sideration indicates an auditorium seating about 
1,100 though capable of reduction to a smaller figure 
and with stage capable of reduction by screening but 
normally reproducing the orchestra platform of the 
main hall. There would also be an exhibition gallery 
and other associated accommodation. It is intended 
to provide overhead pedestrian circulation linking 
all the new buildings on the South Bank. This 
involves an extension of the terrace in front of the 
Royal Festival Hall to form a continuous link between 
Waterloo Bridge and Hungerford Bridge.

Courses in Town Planning 


HE Department of Town and Country 
Planning of the Nottingham College 
of Arts and Crafts has issued its prospec- 
tus for the 1956-1957 session. It gives 
details of the various courses available on 
the subject, which include: two Post- 
Graduate Diploma Courses, one full time, 
taking two years to complete, while the 
other is designed for study in the even- 
ing and takes three years. In order to 
cater for students hoping to enter the 
profession straight from school the col- 
lege has started a Diploma Course of 
five years’ duration which has been 
recognised by the Town Planning Insti- 
tute. Another course offered is the Cer- 
tificate Course which offers . part-time 
instruction in town and country plan- 
ning to those practitioners who do not 
hold the requisite professional qualifica- 
tions as approved by the TPI. This course 
is of three years’ duration and on com- 
pletion students are then eligible to em- 
bark on the post-graduate diploma 
course. 


New Wage Claim

FROM ‘THE BUILDER’ OF 1856 
Saturday, October 11, 1856 


“EDUCATIONAL MOVEMENT IN THE 
METROPOLIS. —An important movement 
for the advancement of education has 
been made by Mr. Pepper, at the Poly- 
technic Institution. The Society of Arts, 
as our readers know, propose to examine 
candidates, and to give diplomas for 
competency in various branches of know- 
ledge.

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Architects’ Registration 
Council 


98th ORDINARY MEETING 


At the 98th ordinary meeting of the 
Architects’ Registration Council, 
held on October 5 at 66, Portland-place, 
W1, under the chairmanship of Mr. Denis 
Poulton, FRIBA, Mr. William Vernon 
Coupland, ARIBA, was disqualified for 
one year and had his name removed from 
the Register for disgraceful conduct under 
Section 7 of the principal Act. The disci- 
pline committee found that by reason 
of Mr. Coupland’s interest in a firm of 
builders he had been guilty of disgraceful 
conduct, but that having regard to his 
long association with this company and 
the fact that at no time did he appear 
to have taken any active part in its 
management, nor to have acted as archi- 
tect in respect of contracts being carried 
out by the building company, the com- 
mittee felt that the Council might be able 
to take a lenient view of the offence. The 
committee also reported that the respon- 
dent had since resigned both his share- 
holding and directorship of this and other 
companies to which reference was made 
in the Committee’s report. 

The Admission Committee recom- 
mended that 72 applicants be admitted to 
the Register, of which 65 qualified by 
examination. In regard to the latter 
figure, the committee’s chairman, Mr. 
VINCENT Burr, LRIBA, stated that this 
was the lowest for years, owing to the 
coming into effect of the requirement of 
a year’s practical experience before 
admittance for Registration. Among those 
seeking admission to the Register was 
Mr. Eero Saarinen, of Michigan, USA. 
The committee’s report was adopted. 


Unpaid Fees 


The Finance and General Purposes 
Committee’s report, which was duly 
adopted, stated that on September 19 
there were still 415 retention fees unpaid 
and two payments of 10s. only. The 
corresponding figures on September 16, 
1955, were 346 and seven payments of 
10s. only. 

The committee were concerned to note 
that of 387 architects living in this 
country who delayed payment of their 
retention fees this year until after the 
receipt of a final warning in September, 
having already had three previous notices, 
no fewer than 181 had been guilty of the 
same delay in one or more previous years. 

The committee accordingly recom- 
mended that a special letter should be 
sent to each of the 181 architects, with 
the usual demand note in January, 
informing them that in their case the 
regulations would be strictly enforced, 
that is to say, that they would be struck 
off the Register .at the expiry of three 
months after the written demand in 
January, as provided by paragraph 38 of 
the regulations, unless payment for the 
1956 retention fee were received within 
that period. 

The accounts and balance sheet for the 
half-year to June 30 last were submitted 
by the Finance and General Purposes 
Committee, and approved by the Council. 

The Professional Purposes Committee 


reported amendments to the text of 
Examples to Principle III of the Code of 
Conduct in regard to advertising, as 
follows : — 

Principle III, Example (iii) to be redrafted as 
follows:— ‘An architect may advertise for 
salaried employment. Such an advertisement in 
the lay Press must be anonymous but in the 
architectural professional Press or the technical 
Press the name of the architect may be dis- 
closed. Advertisements may be inserted in the 
Press by architects requiring assistants and the 
name of the advertiser may be disclosed.’ 

Principle III, Example (vi) to be amended by 
the addition of the words in italics, shown be- 
low:—‘ The title ‘* architect ’” must not be dis- 
played on fascia boards or on shop windows, 
nor may it be displayed ostentatiously on the 
office premises. The architect’s name and 
affixes and his professional title may be shown 
at the entrance to his office premises in letters 
not exceeding two inches in height but otherwise 
is not permissible except on one window only 
on each face of the building where it must not 
be ostentatiously displayed. He may allow his 
name to appear on buildings in the course of 
construction, alteration or extension ; it is desir- 
able that an architect should sign his buildings ; 
either or both of the foregoing must be done 
in an wunostentatious manner.’ 

Principle III, Example iii, was how- 
ever, referred back for further considera- 
tion as some members were not satisfied 
with the definitions applied respectively 
to the architectural, professional and 
technical Press. 

The Professional Purposes Committee, 
reporting on offences under the 1938 Act, 
stated that Messrs. W. S. Meyer and J. W. 
Jakubowicz, practising under the title of 
Third Dimension, had appealed against 
their conviction at Marlborough Police 
Court for contravening the Act by allow- 
ing the words ‘Dipl. Ing. ARCH’ to 
appear after their respective names on 
the letter paper. The appeal was allowed 
on the ground that the abbreviation 
‘ARCH’ represented the German word 
‘ Architekt ’ and did not therefore contain 
the word ‘Architect’ as required by 
Section 1 of the Act. 

The Council noted the appointment to 
the Admission Committee of Mr. A. P. 
Taylor, FIAA and S, by the Incorporated 
Association of Architects and Surveyors 
in place of Mr. N. A. Royce, resigned. 


BIRMINGHAM AND FIVE 
COUNTIES AA 
The Presidential Address 


COVENTRY was the best example in 
Great Britain of a blitzed city reborn, 
Mr. HERBERT JACKSON, FRIBA, joint author 
of the West Midlands and North Stafford- 
shire plan, said on October 5 in his presi- 
dential address to the Birmingham and Five 
Counties Architectural Association. The 
success in Coventry gave cause for hope 
when considering civic design. 

Referring to ‘the aesthetic generalship of 
Mr. Donald Gibson,’ the former Coventry 
City Architect, Mr. Jackson said that, work- 
ing with individual and good-humoured 
‘architect mandarins’ he had left Coventry 
with enough created to prove that he had 
been right; that a discipline was necessary. 

‘I only regret that Gibson’s generalship 
did not extend to include the Cathedral,’ Mr. 
Jackson said. ‘ However, no doubt Rogue 
Architect Spence will produce something 
brilliant and even exciting, even though it 
may not be a cathedral, possibly a cathedral 
to end all cathedrals.’ 
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Mr. Jackson gave four alternatives to the 
group operation as exemplified in Coventry: 

‘Complete Control: Birmingham has long 
had a model of the proposed Civic Centre; 
formal classical buildings around the famous 
Red Square of the Development Plan 
Inquiry. At the turn of the century some 
yet unborn architect may be fitting some 
yet undreamt of type of building behind the 
balancing feature to Howitt’s existing apsidal 
backdrop to the Hall of Memory. 


‘ Individual .Buildings Each Judged on its 
Merits: Result, the recent City of London 
before the revolt leading to Holford’s St. 
Paul’s precinct, or the new’ Exeter. Danger- 
ous in a period of artistic mix-up. 

‘Freedom: The results may vary between 


cHarm and chaos, between Colmore-row and 
Hurst-street. 


‘Hells: Specially dedicated for the 
damned. No holds barred, no gentility, 
plenty of surprise. Medals given for vul- 
garity (Blackpool’s Golden Mile or Yar- 
mouth’s Ditto).’ 


‘A Necessary Art’ 


In introducing his address, Mr. Jackson 
had said that architecture was a useful and 
necessary fine art which must be carried on 
whether there was high inspiration or not. 
Once a choice was exercised in the matter 
of appearance in the assembly of building 
elements, one was trying to practise the art 
of architecture. If the choice was good, 
having delight and durability, architecture 
was the result. 

But, put together a series of architectures 
and the result might not be Civic Design, 
for here again another choice was necessary. 
This was a confession of failure to create a 
satisfactory environment instinctively but, 
for good or ill, that choice was now exer- 
cised by the planning authorities. 

Mr. Jackson showed a selection of 
coloured slides showing good and reprehen- 
sible features of different towns. On one 
of the residential areas at Solihull, he com- 
mented that the Panel of Architects should 
“get tough ’ with the planners. 


SCHOOL DESIGN CRITICISED 
Varied Opinions at Bewdley 


WHEN Bewdley’s new county secondary 
school was formally opened on October 6 
by Sir Chad Woodward, its design was 
criticised by many speakers. 

Coun. Mrs. D. L. Lawrence, a former 
Mayor of Bewdley and a member of the 
Worcestershire County Council, said she 
would have preferred a style of architecture 
more suited to the banks of the Severn, on 
which.the school stands. 

Sir CHAD, who was chairman of the 
county council at the time the school was 
built, congratulated the architects, Yorke, 
Rosenberg and Mardall, of London, on the 
building. He added that if the school had 
to be extended, he hoped the architects 
would be as successful with any additions 
as they had been with the original. 

Coun. A. J. HOWELL, however, referred to 
the building as ‘an architectural nightmare.’ 
A representative of the architects said that 
the design might be unusual, but it made 
demands and wanted thinking about and it 
was not really a new idea.

A MISSING CHAPTER IN THE HISTORY OF 


THE 


DEVELOPMENT OF LONDON 


ANY books and articles have been 
written on the growth and govern- 
ment of London, but it is a strange fact 
that most of them make no mention of the 
Metropolitan Buildings Office which for a 
decade, 1845 to 1855, controlled all build- 
ing development in the London area. 
Gibbon and Bell in their History of the 
London County Council published in 1939 
dismiss the subject in a sentence ‘The 
surveying of London buildings, for which 
a registrar, official referees and fifty-two 
district surveyors were appointed under the 
Metropolitan Buildings Act, cost the rate- 
payers £30,000 a year, and as a result of 
inquiries in connection with the cholera 
outbreak it was established that they had 
greatly neglected their duty.” That is 
almost an exact quotation from the speech 
made by Sir Benjamin Hall, President of 
the General Board of Health, when intro- 
ducing the Metropolis Management and 
Metropolitan Buildings Bills in the House 
of Commons in 1855. The speech was a 
piece of special pleading designed to make 
a scapegoat of the Metropolitan Buildings 
Office for the insanitary condition of 
London, a condition which, as the govern- 
ment had to admit later in the session, the 
officers appointed under the 1844 Act had 
no real power to remedy. Nor, in fact did 
most of the £30,000 come from the rates 
but from fees paid by builders, a system 
which was continued in the 1855 legislation 
though Sir Benjamin did not see fit to draw 
attention to this fact. The Metropolitan 
Board of Works completely superseded 
the Metropolitan. Buildings Office, its 
records were. transferred to the Public 
Record Office and its activities were buried 
in an oblivion from which no one hitherto 
has troubled to rescue them. Nevertheless 
the office had considerable interest as an 
administrative experiment and some of the 
changes which it brought about have 
been of lasting importance. 


The Act of 1774 

The London Building Act of 1774() is 
well known. The effects of its provisions 
can still be seen in many streets of terraced 
brick houses radiating out of central 
London through the old suburbs of 
Brixton, Chelsea, Paddington, Islington, 
etc.—strongly-built houses which, if unex- 
citing in their lack of variety, are yet not 
unpleasing to the eye. The Act operated 
for 70 years and by the time revision came 
it was long overdue.. Between 1801 and 
1841 the population of London had 
increased from under a million to over 
two million; the spread of buildings had 
extended well beyond the boundaries set 
out in the Act; new building methods were 
coming into use and new types of buildings 
were required—factories and warehouses 
for industry and commerce and galleried 
churches, chapels, schools and theatres for 
the teeming new industrial population. 

The early London Building Acts were 
solely designed to prevent fires and to 
safeguard the public from dangerous 
structures. On both these counts the 1774 
Act needed revision. James Braidwood, 
Superintendent of the London Fire Engine 
Establishment formed in 1832, constantly 
urged the need for more stringent regula- 
tions to reduce fire-risk, and in 1828 the 
sensational collapse of the Brunswick 
Theatre in Stepney during a rehearsal, 
with considerable loss of life, underlined 
the need for special provisions for public 
buildings. But by the 1830s the issue 
was complicated by the crying need to 


‘prevent building development which was 


undesirable for social and sanitary reasons. 
Medical science was still in its infancy, 
Dr. John Snow had not yet carried out 
his researches into the cause of cholera, 
and infection was generally supposed to 
arise in some mysterious way from the 
stench or miasma from foul matter, yet

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even so the most conservative were begin- 
ning to realise that accumulations of 
untreated sewage under and around 
dwellings in crowded streets and alleys 
were a menace to health. The value of a 
clean water supply and of fresh air was also 
being canvassed in more enlightened 
quarters, though during the debate on 
the 1844 bill one Honourable Member 
solemnly assured the House that back to 
back buildings ‘might be so contrived as 
not to be injurious to the health of the 
inhabitants.’ 


Adequate Water Supply Needed 


Edwin Chadwick was one of the keenest 
advocates of the inclusion of ‘sanitary’ 
clauses in the bill, but by the time the 
government was prepared to sponsor them 
Chadwick, to the annoyance of his super- 
iors in office, was no longer interested. 
He had realised that nothing less than a 
replanning of the whole drainage system 
of London would be really effective, and he 
suggested with sound commonsense that 
an adequate water supply would not only 
contribute greatly to the health of Lon- 
doners, but would be a cheaper and more 
efficacious means of reducing losses by 
fire than any number of regulations con- 
cerning the strength and thickness of 
party walls.(*) 

From 1825 onward, district surveyors 
and others were asking for a revision of the 
existing Act and in 1831 John White, 
surveyor for St. Marylebone district, 
drafted a bill, but, like several others 
which were introduced into the House of 
Commons before 1844, it met with no 
success. These bills varied considerably 
in their proposed regulations and methods 
of administration, but on one point all 
advocates of reform were agreed, and that 
was the need to extend the area of building 
control. One of the worst abuses resulting 
from the 1774 Act was the erection of 
cheap crazily-built shanties just outside 
the area of its operation such, for example, 
as The Potteries, Notting Dale, described (°*) 
by George Gutch, a surveyor, as ‘a 
nest of houses huddled together without 
party walls and without drainage ; many 
of them... of wood and _ four-inch 
work.’ 

The 1844 Metropolitan Buildings Act (°) 
as finally passed was probably the most 
complicated measure to be added to the 
statute book before the Town Planning 
and social legislation of recent years. 
It ran to 95 folio pages, and contained 
120 clauses, 13 schedules and 20 forms of 
notice. Lord Campbell complained in the 
House of Lords that it was ‘as long as the 
Code of Napoleon.’ As in the previous 
Act most of its technical provisions were 
concerned with the security and thickness 
of party walls and the use of fire-resisting 
materials. ‘Rates’ of building which were 
assessed according to height and floor area 
were reduced from seven to four, but 
buildings were divided into three classes, 
dwelling-houses, warehouses and _ public 
buildings, the latter including churches, 
schools, theatres and the like, and detailed 
provisions for each were set out in the 
schedules. ‘

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A Haphazard Mixture 


What may be described as the sanitary- 
cum-social clauses were a somewhat hap- 
hazard mixture, and it is evident that no 
one had really thought out their implica- 
tions. They provided that: 


(1) No new streets should be formed 
less than 40 ft. wide and that buildings 
adjacent to them were to be no higher 
than the width of the street. New courts 
and alleys were to have two entrances 
and to be at least 20 ft. wide. 


(2) New dwelling-houses were to have 
an area of at least 100 sq. ft. at the rear 
unless the windows on the other three 
sides gave light and air to all the rooms. 
No cellar or underground room was to 
be used for human habitation unless 
it had a window, a fireplace and drain- 
age. Privies or closets were to be pro- 
perly enclosed and screened from public 
view and drains were to be provided in 
all new houses and laid into the nearest 
main sewer. All drains under houses 
were to be covered in with a covering 
separate from the house floor and to be 
rendered air-tight. 


(3).Noxious or dangerous businesses 
were not to be set up within 50 ft. of 
other buildings. 


These provisions, primitive as they may 
seem to modern ideas, were almost entirely 
confined to new buildings; the only 
exceptions were the clauses relating to 
noxious and dangerous buildings and to 
cellars used for habitation, where the inten- 


tion of the Act was that they should gradu- 
ally be applied in all cases. 

Overseers of the poor were required to 
make returns within a year of all inhabited 
underground rooms within their parishes 
which did not comply with the minimum 
standards laid down and the new Official 
‘Referees were ordered to serve notices on 
the owners, but the reference to enforce- 
ment was vague in the extreme and, since 
there were no powers: to provide alterna- 
tive accommodation for the hundreds of 
poor wretches who spent their nights in 
the crowded basements of Seven Dials, 
Soho, etc., that clause remained practic- 
ally a dead letter as had a-similar clause in 
the Liverpool Building Act a year or so 
previously. 


Drainage Clauses ‘Ineffective’ 


The clauses relating to drainage were 
also, as Chadwick had foretold, largely 
ineffective for the simple reason that, in 
most of the new districts where streets were 
being formed, there were no sewers. In 
Bethnal Green, for example, one main 
drain served practically the whole district 
and the overseers, in making their return of 
inhabited cellars, irrelevantly though under- 
standably took the opportunity to say 
what they felt about the miserable con- 
dition of workmen’s cottages in the parish 
with ‘heaps of Filth lying about’ and ‘the 
Soil from the Cesspools of many... 
running over the surface so much so that 
the tenants have dug holes for it to run 
into.’ 

The area to which the new Act applied 
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corresponded in most respects with the 
present County of London, but it took in 
Hornsey and Tottenham (which were 
omitted from the operation of the Metro- 
polis Management Act of 1855) and part 
of Penge (later separated from the County 
of London under the 1899 Act). Provision 
was made for the extension of the area at a 
later date should this seem desirable to the 
Justices. . 


Cutting Out Jobbery 


The Metropolitan Buildings Office was 
the first statutory body with responsibilities 
for the whole of the Metropolitan area and 
the government took great pains to try to 
cut out the graft and jobbery which were 
then the curse of London local government. 
The constitution of the Board, with its 
elaborate scheme of checks and balances, 
was an interesting administrative experi- 
ment. The Lord Mayor, the Justices, the 
Secretary of State and the Commissioners 
of Works all had a say in the appointment 
of officers; the Official Referees were 
expected to keep a check on the work of the 
District Surveyors, while the Registrar 
kept an eye on the Official Referees, and 
the Commissioners of Works had the final 
word in cases of dispute. The Board 


_consisted of two Official Referees and 


a Registrar. The number of District 
Surveyors was increased to cover the addi- 
tional districts brought under their sur- 
veillance. The District Surveyors were, 
as in the past, to be appointed by the Lord’ 
Mayor and Court of Aldermen within the 
City of London and by the Justices of the

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the essential repairs did not 
constitute a rebuilding within 
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Peace for Kent, Middlesex and Surrey in 
the Counties but, as an additional safe- 
guard, consent to new appointménts was 
also to be obtained from one of the Secre- 
taries of State. They were not to receive 
any salary but were to continue to recoup 
themselves and to pay the expenses of their 
offices from fees, but there was no pro- 
hibition against their engaging in private 
work if they so desired, though they were 
disallowed from acting in an official capac- 
ity in the case of buildings in which they 
had a professional interest. They were 
supposed to attend their offices every day 
except Sundays, Christmas Day and Good 
Friday from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. or to provide 
a proper substitute. 


The older surveyors had varied con- 
siderably in their capabilities ; now a reason- 
able standard of competence was to be 
required. New surveyors were to be 
experienced in building or surveying, over 
30 years of age, and were to be qualified 
by passing a professional examination con- 
ducted by the Official Referees and inde- 
pendent examiners appointed by the 
Commissioners of Works. One of the 
first decisions of the Board, made as a 
result of the application of S. S. Teulon for 
the vacancy at Hornsey, was that examina- 
tions were to be held at regular intervals, 
four times in the year, not just when a 
vacancy occurred. 


Sir Robert Smirke, James Pennethorne 
and Thomas Cubitt were appointed as 
examiners and the first examination was 
held on January 24, 1845. The District 
Surveyors’ Association had held its: first 
meeting four days earlier and had elected 
John White, who had been a surveyor since 
1807, as its first chairman. The functions 
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laid down for the two Official Referees 
were :— 

1. To superintend the execution of the 
Act. 

2. To determine matters brought in 
question by the surveyors or members of 
the public. 

3. To exercise their discretion in 
relaxing provisions of the Act in cases 
where a strict application of the letter of 
the law would defeat its spirit or would 
be detrimental to the public. 

4. To give ‘special supervision’ to all 
buildings of the First Rate of the Second 
or Warehouse Class and of the Third or 
Public Buildings Class (with some few 
exceptions). 

The Official Referees, who were required 
to be professional architects or surveyors, 
were to be appointed by the Secretary of 
State. They were to be paid £1,000 a year 
each (a substantial sum in 1845) a propor- 
tion of which was to come from the 
Justices out of the rates and the remainder 
from the consolidated fund. The first 
two, Official Referees were James White 
Higgins and William Hosking. Hosking was 
an architect and civil engineer who had 
come to England from Sydney, Australia, 
in 1819. He became a Fellow of the 
RIBA in 1835 and was professor of archi- 
tecture and engineering construction at 
King’s College, London, from 1840 until 
1861. He remained an Official Referee 
for the whole 10 years of the Board’s 
existence. Higgins was a surveyor, who 
had been employed at sundry times in 
measuring government works and who had, 
as a speculation, put up a number of 
houses on the Sloane Estate developed by 
Henry Holland. He resigned from his 
position as Official Referee after only a few 
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months. John Shaw, who succeeded Hig- 
gins and remained in office until 1855, 
was architect to Christ’s Hospital and 
surveyor to Eton College. Among other 
London buildings he designed Christ 
Church, Watney Street, Commercial Road, 
and Deptford Royal Naval School and 
Chapel. In 1846 an additional Official 
Referee, Ambrose Poynter, was appointed. 
He was one of the foundation members of 
the RIBA and he designed a number of 
schools and several London churches. He 
also continued in office until 1855. 


Friction Arises 


The Official Referees and the Registrar 
were usually referred to as the Metropolitan 
Buildings Board or Court, and they were 
frequently called on to act in a semi- 
judicial capacity. It was for this reason 
that a barrister, Arthur Symonds, was ap- 
pointed by the Commissioners of Works to 
the office of Registrar. Like the first 
two Official Referees he had a salary of 
£1,000 a year and he also collected fees 
from which he was expected to pay for his 
office and his clerical staff. Symonds 
seems to have been the typical old- 
fashioned Civil Servant, conscientious, 
meticulous in carrying out every detail of 
his duties and with a high (to his colleagues 
on the Board it seemed an exaggeratedly 
high) opinion of the importance and respon- 
sibilities of his office. Almost imme- 
diately friction arose between the Registrar 
and the Official Referees. It was the old 
story of the difficult relationship of the 
administrator and the technical officer, 
and Symonds seems to have lacked the tact 
and bonhomie to make things run smoothly. 
Under the 1845 Act the Registrar, in 
addition to keeping the papers and the

official seal, was able to act with one or 
other of the Official Referees in deciding 
doubtful cases if both Referees were not 
available. It seems that the Referees 
objected to the Registrar sharing their 
professional functions and in 1846 an 
amending Act was passed under which a 
third Referee was appointed and the 
Registrar ceased to have any jurisdiction in 
technical matters. Nevertheless he con- 
tinued to exercise a very real control on 
the Board. The certificates and awards 
made by the Referees needed the official 
seal to attest their validity and in many 
cases the Registrar, exercising his statutory 
discretion, refused to seal on the ground 
that the Referee’s decision was not strictly 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
Act. The Commissioners of Works, the 
final court of appeal, quite frequently 
Supported the Registrar and among the 
Surviving records are several large volumes 
of ‘awards not sealed,’ and there must have 
been many cases where the District Sur- 
veyors were left without any proper guid- 
ance as to how to proceed. During the 
first eight years the Registrar always sat 
with the Referees when they met, as they 
1G each day, to consider applications and 
-Olrespondence, and on occasions relations 
2 ae have been strained almost to breaking 
olnt, 


The first office occupied by the Board 


was at No. 3, Trafalgar Square, but it 
was subsequently moved to No. 6, Adelphi- 
terrace. The Registrar and his Keeper 
of the Papers, Newall, set about the equip- 
ment of the office in a most orderly manner. 
Letters were sent to the Board of Ordnance 
and to the Surveyors to get up-to-date 
maps of all the districts and in particular 
of the new districts on the outskirts of 
London. Some of these maps still exist 
and they are exceedingly interesting and 
valuable. A small library of technical 
books was acquired, among them Gwilt’s 
Encyclopaedia of Architecture, Elmes’ 
Dilapidations and Dr. Johnson’s Diction- 
ary, and the periodicals The Builder and 
The Architect were taken. The papers 
include a list of the books and a diagram 
of the book presses. 


Standard Forms . 


Schedule K of the 1845 Act set out the 
form of wording of 20 different kinds of 
form of notice. Copies of these forms 
were printed or lithographed, and in 
addition the Registrar devised a number of 
other standard forms for letters, reports 
and notices which were lithographed for 
general use. Chadwick was already using 
lithography for standard forms and letters 
in the office of the Poor Law Board and 
Symonds probably copied some of Chad- 
wick’s methods. From the beginning he 
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used the casepaper system, keeping firmly 
to one application and one subject per 
case for ease of filing and indexing. One of 
his earliest instructions to the District 
Surveyors was that they were to write 
separate letters for each query they raised, 
so fitting the work to his system. Symonds 
may in fact be looked on as one of the 
earliest exponents of O. and M. 

The Act.laid down detailed instructions 
as to the records. The Registrar was to 
keep a register of all matters referred to or 
coming within the cognisance of the Official 
Referees, and he was to register all docu- 
ments in three separate series; chrono- 
logical, according to subject matter and in 
relation to the provisions of the Act—it is 
no wonder that he resorted to lithography ! 
Unfortunately the second series according 
to subject matter, which from the point 
of view of the modern researcher is the 
most convenient to use, was discontinued 
in 1847. Symonds was very proud of his 
office system, and when the office was 
closed in 1855 he took care to see that his 
records were transferred complete and in 
good order to the Master of the Rolls. 
He also requested that he might be allowed 
to use some of the ‘spares’ to make up 
specimen casepapers which could be used 
to demonstrate his system to other Civil 
Servants. Some of these specimen case- 
papers are still included among the records. 


The District Surveyors React 


Friction in the Metropolitan Buildings 
Office was not confined to the Registrar, 
and the Official Referees. The District 
Surveyors had been used to acting on their 
own initiative and they did not take kindly 
to the idea of supervision and they firmly 
resisted any attempt to coerce them into 
accepting responsibilities not specifically 
laid upon them by the Act. For example, 
in 1846, in response to a general instruction 
that they should give a notice to owners to 
remove from their buildings any projec- 
tions over the public way, a number of them 
sent a combined reply stating that they 
were prepared to carry out the instruction 
as regards new buildings but ‘that if the 
said opinion refers to buildings erected 
before January 1, 1845, ‘ they could not be 
parties to what they conceived to be ‘a 
most incorrect and arbitrary interpretation, 
destructive to private property, not bene- 
ficial to the public and tending to raise a 
decided ‘hostility to the whole control and 
operation of the Metropolitan Building 
Act.” On the other hand the Official 
Referees from the beginning refused to 
give general rulings on hypothetical cases 
and insisted that each case raised by the 
District Surveyors should be settled on its 
merits. 

Many of the early queries raised by the 
Surveyors were concerned with the inter- 
pretation of the term ‘new building’ within 
the meaning of the Act. George Allen, for 
instance, complained that he found some 
builders expecting exemption from the 
regulations for ‘mere trenches excavated 
with nothing in them’ or only ‘a skimming 
of concrete.’ 


Powers to Modify 


The Commissioner of Works had power 
to agree to modifications of the Act where 
the use of new materials or inventions or 
new methods of building made this desir- 
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able.. For example, in 1845 the use of 
Dr. Arnott’s new patent ventilating valve 
was allowed in the chimney breasts of 
dwelling - houses. The procedure in- 
evitably involved some delay and builders, 
not yet inured to the time-consuming ways 
of bureaucracy, chafed in irritation. James 
Wyld, MP, in February, 1851, applied for 
permission to put up a round building 
in Leicester Square, in which to show his 
model of the earth, with a light-weight 
wood staircase to the stages and galleries 
without enclosing walls so as not to obscure 
the view. The Registrar notified him in 
April that the Commissioners had agreed 
to his proposal but he had already grown 
tired of waiting and had built his stair- 
case in iron. 


The District Surveyors Association soon 
realised the need for a general notification 
of such modifications and applied to the 
Registrar, who replied that the Surveyors 
could have copies of documents litho- 
graphed at 6d. a folio. He had, of course, 
to pay his office expenses, a fact of which 
his clients were not always appreciative. 
The Builder for November 29, 1845, quotes 
a complaint that the charges made to one, 
Thomas Little, for obtaining an opinion 
was:

Sufficient has been said to indicate why 
it was that, almost from the word ‘Go’, 
private builders, surveyors and others were 
clamouring for the revision of the Act; the 
administrative set-up was too complicated 
and the officers were expected to accom- 
plish far more than their powers permitted; 
nevertheless the experience gained was 
invaluable. That experience was used 
both in drafting the 1855 Acts and by the 
new administrative body, the Metropoli- 
tar. Board of Works, who had the advan-: 
tage of an experienced and competent 
body of men in the District Surveyors, who 
now possessed professional standards and 
status. 


A Chance for Research 


The District Surveyors’ Monthly Returns, 
showing the numbers of new buildings and 
of other cases dealt with in each district, 
were handed over to the Metropolitan 
Board of Works and were continued as 
a series until recent years. This series has 
been used to some extent by students work- 
ing on the growth of London, but the main 
body of the records has been practically 
untouched by research workers. They are 
now available for use in the London County 
Record Office at County Hall and will 
repay a more detailed study than has been 
possible in this article. One of the main 
difficulties of using them is the involved 
system of filing and numeration and the 
lack of a topographical index, though an 
index has recently been made to the 600- 
odd loose plans. There are plans, either 
the originals or lithographed copies, and 
in some cases elevations of nearly all the 


public buildings erected between 1845 and 
1855, among them Butterfield’s All Saints’, 
Margaret-street, and Pennethorne’s Geo- 
logical Museum to name but two, as well 
as many plans of private houses, shops, 
etc., and details concerning their con- 
struction. One of the most interesting 
cases dealt with by the office was that of 
the Crystal’ Palace at Sydenham. The 
gardens there were laid out by Sir John 
Paxton but the building, for the construc- 
tion of which Charles Heard Wild was 
responsible, was approximately twice as 
high and twice as wide as Paxton’s building 
in Hyde Park. Wild sent in detailed 
drawings showing his proposals and asked 
for exemption from the Building Act 
regulations in a number of particulars, the 
most important being the use of open 
staircases with wooden treads. He urged 
‘the impossibility of fire originating in a 
building heated by warm air, the impossi- 
bility that fire would spread in a building 
so constructed, the facility of detection 
and of access and the unlimited supply of 
water’ which would ‘prevent the necessity 
of the use of fireproof materials in stair- 
cases, galleries and accesses.’ The Com- 
missioners accepted his plans with some 
modifications and for 80 years the building 
gave pleasure to many thousands of visitors, 
only to perish at last by the outbreak of 
fire which had at the time of its erection 
been declared to be impossible.

Minister on Effecting Savings 


[N a report to the London County Council 

Education Committee on Wednesday 
the Schools Planning Sub-Committee state 
that they reported on July 18 last on. their 
review of the prospects for the provision of 
new primary and secondary schools in edu- 
cation building programmes for the next few 
years, and also on the difficulties likely to 
result from the decision of the Minister of 
Education not to adjust at present the limits 
of cost of school buildings to conform with 
increases in cost of labour and materials. 
They then stated that they proposed to ask 
the Minister for an assurance that, in recog- 
nition of the special factors affecting the cost 
of building in London, he would extend 
special financial consideration to any school 
project should the cost on tender, being 
otherwise acceptable to the Council, exceed 
the prescribed net cost limit. 


The Minister’s Reply 

In the current report the Committee 
state: ‘In reply to our representations, the 
Minister thanked the Council for the careful 
consideration it has given to ways and means 
of complying with his circular 301 in which 
the decision not to improve the limits of cost 
had been given. The Minister, however, 
does not agree with the analysis (which we 
gave in full in our report submitted in July) 
that the effect of the circular is to require a 
saving of about 10 per cent. on the cost a 
place of new schools since, generally speak- 
ing, local education authorities had suc- 
ceeded, at the time (April, 1956) of the issue 
of circular 301, in absorbing within the cur- 
rent limits of costs all increases in building 
costs except the 3 per cent. attributable to 
the wage awards of February and April, 
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1956. The Minister states that during the re. 
mainder of the current year, in the normal 
course of events, no increase in building 
wages is to be expected and there is good 
promise that the present stability in the pr ces 
of materials will continue; and also :hat 
there is some evidence that the Government's 
general policy of restraint of consump‘ion 
and investment will ease the load on the 
building industry and result in somewhat 
keener tendering. For these reasons the 
Minister considers that savings of £26 «nd 
£15 a place for primary and secondary 
schools, respectively, representing a 10 per 
cent. reduction, will not be necessary to 
ensure that the current limits of cost are 
maintained. 

‘The Minister recognises that certain 
deliberate economies Must be achieved «nd 
that this may involve a lowering of standards 
in certain respects, but he maintains the view 
expressed in the circular that the basic 
standards of design and construction reed 
not be reduced below tolerable limits. ‘She 
Minister therefore welcomes the Council’s 
proposal to aim at areas a place of not more 
than 40 sq. ft and 70 sq. ft. for primary and 
secondary schools respectively; and he en- 
dorses the decision to make, where necessa‘y, 
economies in services and finishes of the kind 
indicated in our report in July. He asks the 
Council to wait and see what effect such 
economies will have on the tenders received, 
Meanwhile, he will not give a general under- 
taking to approve sums in excess of the cur- 
rent cost limits, but says that as in the past 
his officers will be ready to consider in detail 
with the Council any project whose cost on 
tender is excessive. 

‘We have decided that, before taking 
further action, it would not be unreasonable 
to await the receipt of tenders and to discuss 
in detail with the Ministry’s officers any pro- 
ject whose cost on tender is above the pre- 
scribed limit.’

Loans for Building Development 


HE London County Council, at their 
meeting on Tuesday, had before them 
a recommendation of the finance committee 
‘that legislation be promoted in the session 
of Parliament 1956-57 to enable the Council 
to advance money to the purchasers or 
lessees Of any land from the Council to 
enable or assist them to develop such land; 
and to make provision for incidental and 
consequential matters.’ 

In a report to the Council, the committee 
state: At the request of the town planning 
committee, we have considered the question 
of making loans to private firms wishing to 
develop industrial and other sites owned by 
the Council. It is believed that, if the 
Council were able to offer these facilities, 
firms whose use of premises does not con- 
form with the Administrative County of 
London Development Plan might well be 
encouraged to move and so further the ful- 
filment of the Plan. The facilities would 
also be of assistance in reducing the amount 
of compensation for disturbance payable to 
firms displaced by the Council which are 
unable themselves to finance the erection of 
new buildings. In some circumstances loan 
facilities might with advantage be extended 
to the development for commercial, office 
and shop purposes of other sites belonging 
to the Council. 

By Section 5(1)(g) of the London County 
Council (Loans) Act, 1955, the Council may, 
during any financial period, lend money to 
any person specified in its annual Money Act 
relating to that period. By Section 11 of the 
Act the Council may borrow for the pur- 
poses of making such loans. It would thus 
be possible to include provisions annually 
in the Money Bill authorising loans up to 
a specified amount to persons desiring to 
undertake development on the Council’s 
land. 


Special Powers Sought 


However, in order to avoid the possibility 
of objection being raised in Parliament to 
the authorisation of such loans without the 
restrictions which have been imposed in the 
standard form of the provisions allowed to 
other local authorities in their local Acts of 
recent years, we propose that special powers 
shall be sought to enable the Council to 
make loans of this kind subject to similar 
restrictions. These are that the loan must 
be secured by. a mortgage on the land or 
building in respect of which the develop- 
ment is proposed; the loan may not for hous- 
ing development exceed nine-tenths and, for 
other development, three-quarters of the 
value of the land and buildings after the 
purpose of the loan has been effected; the 
rate of interest may not be less than that 
for the time being charged under the Small 
Dwellings Acquisition Acts; and the capital 
sum must be repaid over a period not 
exceeding 30 years. 

The housing committee and the town 
Planning committee have suggested that the 
Powers sought should be wide enough to 
cover industrial development in expanded 
towns and out-county development and, in 
so far as such development takes place on 
land sold or leased by the Council, the 
Powers proposed will be sufficient. We are 
sull considering the question of granting 


loans to assist development on other land 
and will report further if necessary. 

We are advised that the Council has 
power to promote the necessary legislation, 
subject to compliance with the procedure 
prescribed by Section 151 of the London 
Government Act, 1939. 


Brandon Estate Development 


THE COUNCIL were asked on Tuesday by 
the housing committee to approve a capital 
estimate of over £3m. for the redevelopment 
of Brandon estate, Southwark and Camber- 
well. The scheme was illustrated in The 
Builder of February 18, 1955. 


GARAGES IN THE CITY 


Approval Given to Principle of 
Provision 


At their meeting on October 4, the 

Court of Common Council approved 
the recommendation of a special committee 
that provision should be made in the City of 
London (Various Powers) Bill empowering 
the Corporation: 


(1) to provide and operate multi-storey 
or other garages, to maintain them, 
and provide all necessary facilities 
and conveniences; and 


(2) to let the whole or part of such 
premises for the purposes of garages 
or ancillary trades or services. 


Mr. T. K. COoLietTr, chairman of the 
committee, explained that the powers were 
for the provision, maintenance and letting of 
garages generally, and were not limited to 
multi-storey garages. 


The Committee thought it advisable, how- 
ever, that in seeking to obtain such powers, 
multi-storey garages should be included in 
case the Corporation decided to provide 
them to alleviate the car parking problem in 
the city. The Committee had not committed 
itself to the provision of multi-storey garages, 
but they hoped to submit a special report 
on them to the Court very shortly. 


CAPTAIN ALFRED INSTONE had asked Mr. 
Collett whether, in view of the public 
interest and urgency, it was possible to give 
a little more information on the committee’s 
recommendation at this stage. He said that 
people were anxious to know how long it 
would take to obtain the powers, and 
whether the Minister of Transport would be 
asked to expedite the granting of the powers. 


Reconstruction of Guildhall 
Buildings 

The Court rejected by a large majority 
a motion that the reconstruction of the 
Guildhall buildings should not include a 
new council chamber. Mr. F. C. ANDERSON, 
who proposed the motion, said it was 
estimated that the new chamber and offices 
would cost about £1,500,000. In view of the 
Government’s call for a curb on capital 
expenditure, it would be better that the 
Court should continue to meet in the Great 
Hall as at present. 


In opposing the motion, speakers referred 
to the difficulties of meeting in the Great 
Hall. Mr. Deputy TEvTEN said that 


although it was suitable for its purpose, it 
was most unsuitable as a debating chamber. 
its heating 


Its acoustics were bad and 
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indifferent. In the winter members had to 
sit with their overcoats on and collars 
turned up, as it was cold and draughty.

Construction Costs for 


Industrial Buildings 


BOARD OF INLAND REVENUE’S 
INDEX 


PPPHE Board of Inland Revenue has pre- 

pared an index of costs.of construction 
of industrial buildings from 1896, and this 
has been issued to HM Inspectors of Taxes 
in order to facilitate the settlement of claims 
to allowances under Part I of the Income 
Tax Act, 1945, since it is often impossible 
to ascertain the original cost of construction 
of an industrial building. The index is calcu- 
lated in terms of 1914 prices, which are 
represented as 100 per cent. 

This index was published in The Builder 
of July 22, 1955, and is now brought up to 
date. It should be noted that the figures 
given are approximate only, and in arriving 
at estimates of cost in particular cases, due 
regard should be given to any other evidence 
that may be available as to what is a reason- 
able figure. No figures are given for the 
years 1915-1919 and 1940-1944 because of 
the wide variation in prices from time to 
time and place to place during those periods.

PRICE RESTRAINT 
Continuing Effort to Beat Inflation 


MEssrRs. JOHNSON, MATTHEY AND CoO., 
LIMITED, of 73-83, Hatton Garden, London, 
ECI, refer to the fact that on April 11 last 
they decided to stabilise their .charges for 
refining and manufacturing for six months. 

‘Although it would be unwise and indeed 
impossible for us to freeze our prices 
indefinitely,’ the firm now state, ‘we have 
decided to continue the present price policy 
wherever practicable, and in general to exer- 
cise the utmost restraint upon the prices 
which we shall charge for our refining and 
manufacturing operations.

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VICTORIA STATION 
DEVELOPMENT 


Five Schemes Rejected by LCC 


HE London County Council has rejected 
the five town-planning applications 
received for the development of Victoria 
Station and its approaches, pending a 
decision on the merits of road, rail and 
mono-rail connections between Victoria and 
London Airport. Following is a statement 
on the subject issued by the Council. 

The County of London Development Plan 
Analysis referred to proposals for convert- 
ing the vehicular traffic arrangements at 
Victoria Station to roundabout operation as 
part of an Inner Circular Road. Reference 
was also made to discussions with London 
Transport Executive and the former Rail- 
way Executive on the subject of alternative 
accommodation—at the expense of the 
railway station courtyard—to meet the cur- 
tailment of existing bus station facilities 
which the improvement would involve. 


The analysis also referred to investigations 
between the Ministries, the Airway Corpora- 
tions and the LCC regarding the possible 
siting of ‘an additional coach terminal 
station, preferably near the fringe of 
central London, for passenger services to 
and from aerodromes near London which 
would be suitable and large enough to in- 
corporate a future elevated helicopter land- 
ing area. These investigations included 
examination of a proposal to extend the air- 
ways terminal station at Victoria—con- 
veniently sited in relation to Victoria coach 
station and other public transport services— 
and where the adjacent areas of open space 
and hotels offer possibilities for an attrac- 
tive scheme. The decking-over of the 
sunken railway lines between Elizabeth and 
Ebury bridges was one of the suggestions 
examined. 


Helicopter Operations 


More recently the possibilities of a per- 
manent airway terminal and_ helicopter 
landing ground on the South Bank have 
been considered and decided against; and 
the BEA air terminal is to move from the 
South Bank to a permanent site at the 
Cromwell Curve, an area of railway land off 
Cromwell-road, Kensington—although heli- 
copter facilities cannot be made available 
there. The LCC’s view was that while the 
South Bank itself was not suitable as a per- 
manent site for helicopter operations, an 
elevated landing ground elsewhere might be 
practicable. 

The first stage at the Cromwell Curve is 
in progress; a raft is being constructed and 
temporary facilities for BEA have ,been 
approved. 

Meanwhile, a survey for a rail link from 
Victoria to London Airport is being under- 
taken and the possibility of mono-rail con- 
nections to the airport is being explored; 
research is being made into the problems 
of operating large urban helicopter landing 
grounds; and the location of sites is being 
considered. 

Against this background the Council has 
considered ‘five applications for town plan- 
ning consent to schemes of development of 
railway land at Victoria Station and 
approaches. One is for a _ multi-storey 
garage. Two are for large office buildings 


over the station itself and the approaches. 
Another is for offices, a hotel and flats. The 
fifth is for an air terminal over the 
approaches to the station, including a 
helicopter landing ground. It is under- 
stood that a further application may be sub- 
mitted by another applicant in respect of 
an air terminal. 

The Council considers that the merits of 
road, rail or mono-rail connections should 
be thoroughly examined and _ decisions 
arrived at before agreement is reached on 
the establishment of additional terminal 
facilities at Victoria; also that a helicopter 
landing ground over Victoria or _ its 
approaches would need most careful con- 
sideration in relation to the residential 
amenities of Belgravia and Pimlico. 


Multi-storey Car Parks 


The Council welcomes in principle pro- 
posals for multi-storey car parks, but con- 
siders that permission for the present 
proposal at Victoria Station cannot be given 
before a decision is reached about an air 
terminal. 


Where the applications envistage office 
blocks with considerable increase of employ- 
ment in central London, the Council con- 
siders that, apart from the major question 


‘of the future of the air terminal, it would 


be wrong to grant permission having regard 
to the present congestion in the central area 
and the Victoria district in particular. 


Further, the Council has noted that none 
of the present applications makes any con- 
tribution to the solution of road traffic 
congestion in the vicinity of Victoria where, 
in addition to the main line terminal, there 
is the District line, the bus terminus for 
London routes and the long-distance coach 
station. 

The Council is by no means opposed to 
redevelopment of Victoria Station and its 
approaches. On the contrary. Equally it 
is alive to the potential demand for heli- 
copter facilities in central London. The 
Council considers, however, that any 
developments should be on comprehensive 
lines directed towards easing congestion— 
not adding to it. 

For all these reasons the LCC—being 
obliged to make decisions on town planning 
applications within a limited period—has 
decided not to grant permission to any of 
them at present. 


The Council is informing the Ministers 


of Housing and Local Government and of 


Transport and Civil Aviation, of its 
decisions, and the Council’s views gener- 
ally; and it is asking to be informed by the 
Ministries of the intentions regarding rail, 
road or mono-rail links with London Air- 
port, on which it is requested that the Coun- 
cil be consulted before final decisions are 
reached.

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‘SLUMP COMING IN BUILDING 
Low Output per Man Blamed 


Output of workers in the building trade 
was only 60 per cent. of its pre-war lcvel, 
said Mr. R. DUNCAN ScoTT, FRIBA, pregi- 
dent of the South Eastern Society of 
Architects, at Maidstone, on October 6, 
Mr. Scott forecasts a slump in building, 
which, he said, architects were already feel. 
ing. 

Mr. Scott told members and guests 
attending the annual dinner of the Ken 
Association of Builders’ Foremen and Clerks 
of Works that the depression was coming, 
although there was really enough work to 
last 50 years. It was due to the credit 
squeeze, but even more to the low output, 
which kept up prices. 

‘In 1938 each man in the building trade 
produced £556 of work a year. In 1956 
the figure is £1,373, but to have kept pace 
with risfng costs it should be at least £2,000. 
If we could put up buildings even 20 per 
cent. cheaper than at present there would 
be no possibility of a slump.’ 

Mr. Scott said the Association could help 
to bring back to the industry the high 
standard of craftsmanship and good work- 
manship that it had lacked since the war. 
He complained that architects did not have 
as much help on the site from the building 
industry as they did before the war and 
that apprentices were not welcomed on some 
contracts. 

A week-end course was announced for 
foremen at Folkestone in May. 


‘CREDIT SQUEEZE BEGINNING 
TO HURT’ 


National President’s Warning 


Mr. NIGEL HANNEN, National president, 
speaking at the annual dinner of the Torquay 
and District Association of Building Trades 
Employers, at Torquay on October 5, said: 
‘All the signs suggest that the credit squeeze 
is beginning to hurt our industry. Official 
and private building owners as well as build- 
ing firms, particularly the smaller ones, are 
finding it increasingly difficult to finance new 
work. 

‘In several parts of the country,’ Mr. 
Hannen continued, ‘ contractors’ order books 
are nothing like so full as they were at the 
beginning of the year. I feel that the worst 
is yet to come for there is also evidence that 
the amount of work on architects’ drawing 
boards—the building industry’s future pro- 
gramme—is also falling away. We should be 
foolish to ignore these signs and the aim for 
employers and operatives alike must clearly 
be to keep efficiency up and costs down if 
we want to keep ourselves fully employed.’ 


HOUSING PROGRESS REPORT 
Figures for August 


THE Housing Summary presented to 
Parliament as a White Paper* jointly by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
and the Secretary of State for Scotland shows 
that the number of permanent houses com- 
pleted in Great Britain during August was 
23,705 compared with 23,918 in August, 
1955. 

In the first eight months of 1956, 192,912 
permanent houses were completed compared 
with 205,357 in the same period of 1955.

Industrial Building 


PROVISIONAL figures from the Board of 
Trade Journal of October 6 show that 
Industrial Development Certificates granted 
in Great Britain for the third quarter of 1956 
exceed those of the second quarter by over 
6m. sq. ft., equalling the figure for the third 
quarter of 1955. There were, however, two 
major schemes in the third quarter of 1956; 
a steel-works expansion at Margam, in South 
Wales, and a new oil refinery near South- 
ampton, which together acoount for more 
than 5m. sq. ft. These figures apply only to 
schemes covering more than 5,000 sq. ft. for 
new. industrial buildings or extensions to 
existing buildings.

Mastic Asphalt in Building 


The Natural Asphalte Mine-Owners’ and 
Manufacturers’ Council has published a 
booklet under the title ‘ Specifications. and 
Safeguards,’ copies of which are freely avail- 
able from the Council’s offices at 94-98, 
Petty France, London, SW1. This booklet 
sets forth the policy now adopted by the 
member firms of the Council whereby they 
recommend that specifications for mastic 
asphalt in building construction should be 
those of the British Standards Institution. 
British Standards have now become so 
widely accepted throughout the building 
industry and its ancillary professions, that 
the NAMMC suggests that only mastic 
asphalt bearing the British Standards certifi- 
cation mark‘ and certification number, 
together with the manufacturer’s mark, 
should be used. The Council hope before 
long to organise a technical service, with a 
mobile laboratory, to assist users in any 
problems they come up against in the use of 
mastic asphalt in building.

NEW STREETS ACT 
AMC Seek Amendments 


Tue Association of Municipal Corpora- 
tions has given instructions for the prepara- 
tion of a Bill for presentation to Parliament 
for the purpose of securing amendments to 
the New Streets Act, 1951. The Association 
states that it wants the following amend- 
ments made to the existing Act: 

(1) To make it clear that the Act applies 
not only to existing private streets which 
have not been fully developed, but also to 
proposed streets shown on planning appli- 
cations or by-law submissions, but which are 
not yet in existence. 

(2) To provide for the registration in the 
local land charges register of notices. served 
under s. 2 of the Act and of any sums paid 
in pursuance of such notices. 

(3) To give local authorities a discretion- 
ary power to refund part of the amounts 
deposited, where part of the street works are 
carried out to their satisfaction otherwise 
than at the public expense. 

(4) To provide that the requirements in 
s. 6 of the Act that the local authority 
should make up a street at the request of the 
frontagers should apply only where a 
majority of the frontagers have paid 
deposits. . 

(5) To allow local authorities a wider dis- 
cretion to grant exemption in any case where 
there is no prospect of a street being made 
up for many years or where the frontagers 
wish it to remain a private street. 

(6) To put it beyond doubt that it is pos- 
sible to enter into an agreement under s. 146 
of the PH Act, 1875, in cases where some 
deposits have been made under the 1951 
Act. 

(7) To provide that the notice referred to 
in s. 2 (4) of the Act can be served at any 
time. 
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HOUSING FOR OLD 
PEOPLE — 


Minister on Value of Almshouses 


Me. DUNCAN SANDYS, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, 
addressing the National Association of Alms- 
houses, at County Hall, London, on Octo- 
ber 4, said that the community had an 
inescapable moral obligation to see thai its 
old people were properly cared for, ind 
above all that they were decently hou ‘ed, 
‘Almshouses provide a substantial pro- 
portion of the accommodation avail:ble 
throughout the country for old people,’ said 
Mr. Sandys. ‘Furthermore, it has been 
estimated by your association that alins- 
houses save the country about £4m. a year 


«which would otherwise have to be paid as 


supplementary assistance towards the rents 
of old people. 

‘I would like to take this opportunity to 
express a few personal thoughts about the 
general problems of housing for old people, 

‘I am sure you will not misunderstand 
me when I say that our first objective must 
be to keep as many of the old people as 
possible out of old  people’s homes 
altogether. In so far as they cannot live with 
the younger members of their family or 
with friends, old people should be offered 
suitable accommodation within the ambit of 
housing estates, so that they will feel that 
they are part of the life of the community. 
They should not be segregated and made to 
feel isolated and unwanted. 

‘There are, of course, many old people 
who, though fit, are nevertheless too fraii 
to be able to live entirely on their own. 
Many of these people are still quite well 
able to look after themselves and to do 
their own housework. What they need is 
a compact dwelling, perhaps a bed-sitting 
room with a bath and kitchenette, grouped 
together with others, so that neighbourly aid 
is near at hand, if needed. I am sure that 
if there were more schemes of this kind 


fewer old people would have to go into 


homes.’

BRAZIL.—A company, known as the 
Companhia de Metropolitano do Rio de 
Janeiro, has been formed to operate an 
underground railway system in the Federal 
capital for which plans are now actively 
under consideration. . . . The Government 
has granted a large loan to the Centrais 
Electricas de Goias SA for the first stage of 
the new hydro-electric scheme at Cachoeira 
Dourada. Congress has also been asked to 
authorise the establishment of a limited 
company to set up a thermoelectric plant in 
the State of Santa Catarina. The proposed 
plant, to be at Capivari de Baixo, is planned 
to nave a capacity of 100,000 kilowatts. ... 
The Prefect of the Federal District of Rio 
de Janeiro is expected shortly to ask for 
tenders for the construction of three plants 
for refuse disposal, one with a capacity of 
1,000 tons daily, and two of 500 tons each. 

. The National Bank for Economic 
Development has made a loan to the state 
of Rio Grande do Sul to construct a net- 
wok of grain silos at 11 key points. 


IRA O.—The following tenders have been 
issued: steel-cored aluminium cables for 
300 kilometres of double circuit power 
transmission lines ; air-cooling and air-con- 
ditioning of Baghdad Central Dairy; the 
Baguba-road Bridge; the Faisaliyah Regu- 
lator for Shatt el Mishkhab irrigation 
schemes. . . .

While the 
demand for schools remains, standardised 
planning will be necessary. . . . A site giv- 
ine magnificent views of the Franz Josef 
Giacier and the Waiho River has been 
chosen for the new Franz Josef Hotel. which 


will have a first instalment of about 80 bed- 
rooms. . . . The Government has approved 
the Tourist Hotel Corporation’s proposal to 
buy Ejichardt’s Hotel at Queenstown, and 
extend by 60 further bedrooms. The cor- 
poration has also a tentative proposal to 
build a new 90-bedroom hotel at Rotorua. 


QUEENSLAND.—Construction work to 
cost about £500,000 has begun on the newest 
building for Queensland University at St. 
Lucia. The new building, of brick and sand- 
stone, will house biology, botany, ento- 
mology and agriculture science blocks.

Home Building Costs, Queensland 


From Queensland it is reported that in the 
12 months ended June 30 last, the average 
cost of building a home in Brisbane was 
£2,568. A survey recently conducted by the 
Government Statistician showed that of the 
1,058 dwellings approved in Queensland for 
the month of June, 335 were for the metro- 
politan area. A large percentage of the 
approvals was for the new Mary Kathleen 
uranium-field township in the far north- 
west of Queensland. 


Caroni Dam Contract 


In conjunction with their associate com- 
pany, Acrow Venezuela SA in Caracas, 
Acrow Engineers (Export), Ltd., have 
secured the contract for the steel formwork 
for the dam, power station and ancillary 
works on the Caroni river between Caracas 
and Maracaibo.

Royal Infirmary Reconstruction 


A £250,000 reconstruction scheme for 
Edinburgh Royal Infirmary has been 
approved by the Department of Health for 
Scotland. The first phase of a plan to 
modernise the building, it will provide a new 
surgical consultation department, and new 
or enlarged accommodation for the surgical 
out-patient department, medical consulta- 
tion department, X-ray department, and 
physio-therapy department. It is hoped that 
the scheme will be completed within three 
years. 
The report on the scheme was prepared 
by Professor R. H. Matthew, CBE, FRIBA, 
the University of Edinburgh. 





Nuclear Station, West Kilbride 


THE HUNTERSTON ESTATE, near West Kil- 
bride, on the Ayrshire coast, has been 
selected by the South of Scotland Electricity 
' Board as the proposed site for their £35m. 
nuclear generating station. The decision now 
taken will convert an essentially residential 
- and holiday area into an industrial zone, and 
some opposition is anticipated. The pro- 
posed station will contain two nuclear 
reactors capable of providing sufficient heat 
to generate from 250,000 to 300,000 lkilo- 
watts of electrical power. The Board plans 
to bring the first reactor into use in 1961 and 
the second in 1962. 


Housing in Scotland 


A TOTAL of 2,727 new permanent houses 
and flats were completed in Scotland during 
the month of August. This figure, which 
compares with 1,951 in August of last year, 
includes 2,577 houses built by local authori- 
ties, housing associations and Government 
Departments, and 150 built by private 
builders. Up to August 31, 1956, the Scot- 
tish post-war housing programme has pro- 
vided a total of 276.063 new homes.

The First Ten Years 


Work will start on the first two 
nuclear power stations in 1957. 
These will each have two gas- 
cooled reactors and the stations 
will be in operation by 1960/61. 
Two further gas-cooled reactor 
stations —each housing two 
reactors of improved type — to 
be begun in 1958/9 will come 
into service by 1963. The output 
of these four stations will 
be between 400,000-800,000 
kilowatts. 

The construction of two 
groups of four stations each 
will begin in 1960 and 1961/2 
and they will be supplying 
electricity to the Grid by 1963/4 
and 1965 respectively. The first 
group of stations will probably 





have one gas-cooled reactor 
each. The second will probably 
utilise liquid-cooled reactors 
—one high-rated reactor 
each. These stations will add 
well over 1,000,000 kilowatts 
to the nation’s power re- 
sources. 


The Second Ten Years 

By 1975, it is anticipated that 
nuclear reactor power stations 
in Britain will have an aggregate 
installed capacity of between 
10,000,000 and 15,000,000 kilo- 
watts. Since these stations will 
be operated as base load 
stations working at full output 
for twenty-four hours a day 
they will be responsible for 
possibly half the units generated 
in the country.
